Plano m erchants apparently a re the latest victim s of a 
counterfeiting ring which is believed to be working in the 
D allas m etropolitan area. A ccording to officials at P lano’s 
F irst N ational Bank, three bogus $20 bills have com e into the 
bank in the past two days—all given to local m erchants. 
While the com parison here of one of the fake bills and a real 
bank note m ay not m ake the differences obvious, careful 
inspection of all $20 bills should turn up any of the bogus 
money in circulation. The fake bills are printed on green tint 


paper, have no colored threads, have a different texture and 
are about one-quarter inch shorter than real $20 bills. 
However, the m ost obvious differences a re the lack of 
sharpness in the Jackson and White House etchings, and all 
bogus bills c a rry the sam e serial num ber—K 65145969 A. The 
T reasury D ept., local police agencies and other area banks 
have been notified of the bogus m oney.

Measure after each row and 
decrease or increase as necessary to follow its outline. 
After both sides are worked the desired decorations 
could be crocheted or made separately and then be 
stitched to the front side before front and back sec­ 
tions are crocheted together.rn

WASHINGTON (UPI) — It 
now is illegal in at least 38 
states for a car owner to 
rem ove or ta m p e r w ith 
pollution control devices on 
his automobile. 
Getting caught is another 
m atter. 
F e d e ra l 
law 
forbids 
m anufacturers 
or dealers 
from removing the devices. 
Once a car is out of their 
hands, however, no federal 
provision covers its owner. 
State and local regulations 
are enforced only spottily. 
Environm ental Protection 
Agency officials say they 
believe the rem oval of an­ 
tipollution devices is dying 
out. T hat’s because most 
newer cars are equipped 
with catalytic 
converters, 
tailpipe devices which trap 
smog-making exhaust. 
Converters m ake it un­ 
n ecessary to have 
gas- 
guzzling co ntrols on the 
engine itself, as was the case 
with older models back to 
1968. Both the EPA 
and 
D etroit claim converter- 
equipped cars are enjoying 
fuel economy that equals or 
betters levels of pre-control 
days. 
Yet a colleague in Spring­ 
field, Mo., wrote recently 
that the owner of a 1975 
converterequipped Ford told 
him he had switched to 
leaded gasoline and 
was 
getting up to two m iles per 
gallon more and much-im­ 
proved 
p erfo rm an ce. 
A 
c o n v e rte r 
will 
becom e 
in o p erativ e 
if 
the 
car 
equipped with it is run on 
leaded gas. 
The sam e correspondent 
also said a local m uffler shop 
had been “ advertising an 
im provem ent of five miles 
per gallon with the rem oval 
of converters 
(for $50, I 
understand) ... 
“ But the odd side to the 
story was that state and 
federal officials we could 
reach handily in Missouri 
passed 
the 
buck 
on 
responsbility. 
He said this raises the 
question of incentives to use 
unleaded gas in cars built for 
it when no one enforces clean 
air standards. He added that 
unleaded gas in his area was 
selling for one to five cents a 
gallon more than regular. 
EPA experts contend that 
use of leaded gasoline or 
rem oval of the converter 
entirely would have only a 
n eu tral 
im p act 
on 
fuel 
economy. One Ford Motor 
Co. official said he couldn’t 
see how the case cited in 
Missouri could have resulted 
in better gas m ileage “short 
of reb uilding the whole 
engine.”

restriction on the gasoline 
intake 
so 
that

narrow necked 
nozzles on no-lead pumps 
will fit. The restriction must 
be rem oved to use any other 
gasoline, but it is a violation 
of federal law for a dealer to 
rem ove the part. A label 
near the intake warns the 
user to put only unleaded 
fuel in the tank. As long as 
that label rem ains, it is 
illegal for a gas station to put 
in any other kind of fuel. 
Of course, the label can be 
scraped off. EPA officials 
say there is alm ost no way to 
enforce the law at the gas 
station level in 
the first 
place. 
So who does enforce it? 
Taking the Missouri case 
as an exam ple, an EPA 
lawyer said it was against 
the that s ta te ’s law to drive a 
car whose pollution control 
system s had been tam pered 
with or rem oved. A check 
with 
the sta te ’s 
attorney 
general and highway patrol 
indicated that such is not the 
case. The p a tro l, which 
inspects vehicles for safety, 
requires a visual check of 
pollution control system s. If 
something 
is 
wrong, 
the 
driver m ust get it fixed 
before the car will pass. 
A less d efin ite policy 
applies to converters. The 
officer in charge of vehicle 
inspections said the patrol is 
developing a written policy. 
It will say that converters “ if 
installed” m ust be firmly in 
place, not leaking, and so on. 
If the converter has been 
removed, he indicated, it 
will be considered “not in­ 
stalled,” and the car will 
pass 
anyw ay, 
assum ing 
everything else is okay. 
The a tto rn e y g e n e ra l’s 
office added that nothing in 
the state law addresses itself 
directly to the converter 
question, as it wafr w ritten to 
cover c a rs 
in ^fhe 
p re ­ 
converter era. 
All of which dem onstrates 
that there is a rather large 
gulf between laws penned on 
Capitol Hill, and their im ­ 
pact at the level where they 
are supposed to operate

Beginning Dec. I, 1975, the United States Army Corps of 
Engineers will start deliberate impoundment of Lavon 
Reservoir for the purpose of raising the lake from elevation 
472 to elevation 492. 
Anyone who has cattle illegally grazing on government 
land is reminded that these cattle must be removed because 
of the hazards created by the increase in water elevation. 
Rangers are extensively patrolling to determine if illegal 
grazing is taking place, and will cite violators to appear 
before the U.S. Magistrate. 


The Lavon Project Office is still conducting clearing in 
certain areas to eliminate safety hazards at the new pool 
level. Anyone desiring to cut firewood for their personal use 
may call the Lavon Project Office at 442-5711 and receive 
permission from a Ranger to cut in these areas. It is 
necessary for everyone to have individual permission from a 
Ranger before cutting of wood. 


A new hunting policy is now in effect on all Corps of 
Engineers lake projects in the Fort Worth District. 
Following are the changes that apply to Lavon Reservoir: 
I Only shotguns and-or bow and arrow may be used. No 
rifles or pistols will be allowed for sport shooting or hunting. 
2. Coyote, bob cat and varmint hunting will not be per- 
mitted.

3. Permanent duck blinds will not be allowed during this 
duck season because of the fluctuation of water during 
impoundment. 
. 
4. Duck blinds may not be built of cut native materials, 
only loose native materials. Temporary duck blinds such as 
“boat blinds” which can be removed each day will be 
allowed during the 1975-1976 season, and no permit will be 
needed for these temporary blinds. 
5 The hunting season for Lavon Reservoir will run from 
September 1,1975 to February 28,1976. The remainder of the 
year will be closed to all hunting. 
6. The whole of the Lavon Lake lands will not be open for 
public hunting, only certain land and certain water areas 
will be open during the hunting season. Such areas are 
shown on the attached map with water and land areas in the 
hatched sections. Boundaries are being marked and signs 
are being placed at hunting areas. 
7 The new park system consisting of 19 parks is still under 
construction. Several parks have been completed but 
remain closed due to the low water elevation which prevents 
utilization of the water pumping systems needed for proper 
operation of the parks. As the Lake elevation rises these 
parks will be opened for public use. At present, Avalon, 
Collin Highland, Bratonia, Culleoka, Blue Ridge, Twin 
Groves, Elm Creek, Ticky Creek, and Cottonwood Parks are 
open for use. The day use area of Little Ridge Park is open 
also The following parks will remain closed until con­ 
struction is completed and the Lake level is raised: Lavonia, 


Mallard, East Fork, Brookdale, Caddo, Lakeland, Pebble 
Beach, and the camper section of Little Ridge. 


For those Fishermen who plan to fish below the dam ini the 
stilling basin, access will not be convenient due to rebuilding 
and paving of the road which begins at the Project Office an 
runs down below the dam. A new parking lot is also being 
paved below the dam and permanent restroom facilities are 
being constructed. We hope to have this work completed 
within the next 30 days. 


Within the past couple of days Rangers have reported 
seeing huge flights of ducks and geese around the Reservoir 
area However, the waterfowl population has not increased 
substantially at this time. Fishing has been reported fair to 
good, particularly for catfish. 


The patience and understanding of the public during tile 
building and construction of the Lavon modification 
program and expansion is appreciated Upwn completion of 
the impoundment to the new lake level and of parks for full 
accommodations, it is felt that Lakei Lavon will offer a 
recreational outlet for all concerned that will be worth the 
inconvenience experienced during the construction period.
